The  contest  in  which  they  have  enlisted 
is  one  which  must  never,  can  never  be  aban- 
doned until  its  objects  are  accomplished  ;  the 
vindication  of  the  nationality  of  the  Ameri- 
can people  and  the  American  government, 
and  the  territorial  integrity  of  the  Repub- 
lic. Men  cannot  live  and  labor  and  die  in 
a  cause  better  worthy  of  the  sacrifice — a 
sacrifice  only  the  nobler  and  the  more  costly 
because  it  is  willing. 

This  is  a  contest  between  constitutional 
order  and  regulated  libety  on  one  hand.r  and 
the  principle  of  licentious  rebellion  and 
chronic  revolution  of  the  other.  These 
principles  for  which  we  contend,  the  duty 
Ol  the  citizen  to  obey  the  law,  and  the  right 
of  the  govenrnment  to  compel  obedience, 
and  the  political  unity  ol  a  domain  made 
one  by  the  architect  of  the  Universe,  are 
worth  lo  us  and  to  our  children  more  than 
all  material  interests  combined,  because  it  is 
only  tinder  government  that-  these  are  valua- 
ble. The  wilful  destruction  by  the  govern- 
ment, of  any  interest,  is  neither  a  necessary 
means  nor  a  legitimate  object  in  prosecuting 
the  war.  But  if  such  injury  come  as  an  in- 
cident or  a  necessary  result  of  the  war  caus- 
ed by  the  rebellion,  let  it  come,  we  lo  not 
seek  it,  we  would  avert  it  if  possible,  but  the 
war  against  the  rebellion  must  go  on,  the 
rebellion  must  be  subdued  and  our  nationali- 
ty vindicated  While  the  struggle  of  arms 
continues  we  may  and  will  discuss  and  con- 
demn given  measures  or  policies,  but  to 
withdraw  support  from  the  Government, 
and  to'ahandon  the  war  just  when  this  rebel- 
lion pushes  it  with  the  energy  of  despair,  it 
is  only  to  give  aid  and  comfort  to  the  enemy, 
but  to  assure  the  success  of  his  schemes. 
Kentucky  will  not  do  this  The  recent  mark- 
ed victory  of  tiie  Union  party  of  Kentucky, 
on  her  platform  of  political  opposition  to  the 
administration  and  military  support  of  the 
Government,  a  victory  achieved  over  those 
who  would  deny  that  support,  sufficiently  indi- 
cates the  true  position  of  the  State  In  her 
own  councils,  and  in  the  councils  of  the  na- 
tion, she  is  not  wedded  to  the  peculiar 
schemes  or  measures  of  the  present  adminis- 
tration ;  neither  is  she  leagued  with  those  who 
have  more  anxiety  to  overmen  the  admin 
isl ration  and  save  a  party  than  they  have  to 
overturn  the  rebelion  and  save  the  Union. — 
She  will  notcooporate  with  any  whose  zeal 
ag»inst.  Mr.  Lincoln  assumes  the  form  of 
I  :  iriical  assistance  to  Mr.  Davis — those  who, 
ir:  quarreling  how  the  warshall  be  conducted, 
would  forget  to  conduct  the  war  at  all,  and 
leave  the  constitution  they  effect  to  save  lo 
iti*  violence  and  ruin  of  its  assailants. 

The  cloud  of  war  is  at  last  parting  and 
sullenly  drifting  away.  Through  its  bro- 
ken inases  we  catch  the  faint  but  williug 
glaanvoi  stars  wandered  but  not  lost,  seek' 
ing  *  return  to  that  constellation  where  the 
light  and  beauty  of  each  are  made  brighter 
and  more  lovely  by  the  light  and  beauty  of 
all  the  others.  \(  this  cheering  return  to 
to  llie  great  sisterhood  of  Slates  i9  not  retard- 
ed by  conditions  demanded,  let  it  not  be 
prevented  by  conditions  imposed.  I  beg 
of  you,  gentlemen,  to  assure  the  officers  ol 
i  he  9th  of  my  warmest  appreciation  ol  their 
soldierly  conduct,  and  tho  new  recruits  of 
my  earnest  prayer  for  their  safety  and  suc- 
i  ess  in  war,  and  their  earliest  return  to  the 
homes  they  now  leave  Cor  tho  security  of 
i  heir  enjoyment  in  the  future.

We  giv«  below  the  close  of  Governor 
Seymour's  speech  beforo  the  Democratic  State 
Convention  at  Albany,  as  reported  by  the  tele- 
graph : 

So  much  for  the  past  and  the  present.  What 
of  the  future?  Whatever  our  wrong*  may  have 
been  at  the  hands  of  our  opponents,  I  believe  I 
speak  for  those  who  think  and  aot  with  me  when 
I  say  lei  the  past  bo  forgotten.  Lot  these  viola- 
tions of  law  and  of  the  rights  of  States  and  indi- 
viduals be  buried,  if  you  will  only  hear  our  pray- 
ers to  avert  the  dangers  that  threaten  us  iu  the 
fu'uro. 

Our  armies  have  been  sucoessful.  Heretofore 
there  have  beeu  reasons  why  we  eould  not  seek 
peace.  All  men  have  fell  that  if  the  war  ended 
when  we  had  failed  in  somo  of  our  military  un- 
dertakings it  might  lead  to  serious  complications 
in  the  future.  Therefore,  we  have  waited.  Bat 
now  our  successes  enable  us  to  seek  it  with  honor 
to  ourseh  es  aud  satisfaction  to  the  people.  Our 
policy  should  be  generous  and  magnanimous. 

An  honorablo,  high  minded  man  avails  him- 
self of  success  to  make  a  generous  disposition  of 
tho  controversy  in  which  he  is  involved.  This 
should  be  our  course  now.  Tho  war  has  reuchod 
another  stage  in  its  progress,  and  a  policy  differ 
ent  trom  that  which  has  been  pursued  must  be 
marked  out.  Shall  it  be  a  policy  of  subjugation, 
policy  that  will  strip  the  States  of  all  their 
rights?    [Cries  of  "no,"  "no."] 

Such  a  policy  implies  a  long  and  hloody  war, 
and  an  incalculable  waste  of  life  and  treasure.  It 
is  n  policy  which  if  continued  must  result  in  na- 
tional bankruptcy  and  ruin.  This  would  be  its 
inevitable  result.  1  appeal  to  our  Republican 
friends,  that  laying  aside  party  passions  and  prej- 
udices wo  superadd  to  power,  tho  force  of  concili- 
ation.' Is  thore  not  more  hope  for  an  early  and  & 
lasting  peaco,  and  a  longer  career  of  happiness 
for  the  country  in  a  conciliatory  line  of  policy  ? 
How  oan  any  man  objoot  to  a  policy  that  will 
unito  the  people  North  and  South,  and  call  out 
from  every  section  an  ardent  love  of  the  Union 
and  the  Constitution — a  leve  which,  I  firmly  be- 
lieve, only  slumbors  in  the  revolted  States,  and  is 
not  dead. 

Shall  the  party  in  power  say  '-Our  brothers 
have  not  crouched  down  to  us — they  arc  not  yet 
subjugated — we  havo  not  yet  gratified  our  malice 
and  our  hate  T  Is  that  as  generous,  as  magnan- 
imous, us  Raying,  "Return  to  the  I'nion;  yuur 
rights  shall  bo  preserved  sacred  and  inviolate?" 
Men  must  choose  between  those  two  lines  of  poli- 
cy. We  may  have  differed  in  the  past,  but  now 
our  armies  have  triumphed.  Our  soldiers  havo 
proved  their  bravery  and  patriotism.  They  have 
sacrificed  for  the  oause  all  that  men  hold  dear,  and 
now  will  we,  who  have  had  uo  share  in  the  hard- 
ship! md  perils  of  the  field,  sacrifice  our  pride 
and  passion,  thus  showing  to  the  world  u  just  and 
fraternal  regard  for  our  oountrymen  ?  I  am  not 
lisposed  to  criticise  tho  President's  recent  letter 
unkindly  or  to  embarrass  the  administration.  I 
am  willing  to  leave  the  emancipation  proclama- 
tien  just  where  he  has  left  it  to  stand — valid  if 
the  courts  pronounce  it  valid,  and  to  fall  if  inval- 
id, nnd  it  docs  full  because  it  ii  invalid. 

I  agree  with  him  when  he  proposes  to  leave  it 
where  he  knows  it  must  die  without  regret.  lie 
doos  not  in  that  letter  contemplate  an  early  ter- 
mination of  tho  war,  nor  does  be  prop  ise  any 
timo  when  it  will  cease.  Wo,  however,  arc  ready 
to  mark  out  a  policy  now,  aud  that  a  conciliatory 
policy — that  the  State*  shall  return  with  all  their 
rights  as  marked  down  in  the  Constitution. 

I  boliovo  that  tho  great  conservative  party  of 
tho  country  will  say  to  them,  "Return  to  your  al- 
legiance, and  wo  will  maintuin  your  rights." 
Whatover  may  be  the  couise  of  the  administra- 
tion, it  becomes  tho  oouservatives  to  say  to  the 
South,  "Lot  the  war  ouaae.  Coma  back  to  your 
allegiance,  and  we  will  protect  your  rights." 
Never  have  I  embarrassed  the  administration,  and 
I  nevor  will.  I  have  at  all  times  sought  to  up- 
hold tho  army,  aud  have  neglected  no  opportunity 
to  send  succor  te  our  men.  I  have  toiled  without 
oeasiug  lo  do  my  duty  to  tho  soldiers  from  New 
York. 

I  havo  issued  upwards  of  5,000  commissions, 
and  I  don't  know  that  the  administration,  with 
all  the  unkind  things  that  its  friends  have  said  of 
me,  has  had  occasion  to  say  that  my  course  has 
been  partisan  in  regard  to  them.  I  repeat  that  I 
am  full  of  hope  for  tho  future.  I  nevor  doubted 
that  tho  l:niou  will  be  restored.  I  have  never 
tearod  that  the  rights  of  tho  States  will  bo  destroy- 
ed. I  have  never  for  a  moment  believed  that  the 
invasion  of  the  rights  of  the  States  by  the  Gov- 
ernment could  be  of  a  permanent  character.  The 
principle  of  conciliation  and  wisdom  which  guided 
our  fathers  will  outlive  the  folly  of  their  ~u  ■.■>-.  ■ 
ors.    Conciliation  is  magnanimous. 

Generosity  in  its  nature  is  larger  than  hate.  A 
generous  course  now  wilt  commend  us  to  the 
world.  [Applause.]  To  the  dissolution  of  tho 
Union  I  will  never  consent. 

I  would  put  forth  every  power;  I  would  ex- 
haust every  measure  of  conciliation;  I  would  ap 
peal  to  the  interests,  the  hopes  and  fears  of  the 
citizens  of  tho  South,  and  urge  every  suggestion 
which  it  becomes  a  man  to  make  to  bring  baok  the 
revolted  States. 

But  as  te  disunion,  I  will  never  oonsont  to 
that.  [  Applause  ]  Let  us  put  forth  every  power 
to  restore  the  Union;  invoking  every  consideration 
of  patriotism;  doing  all  that  Is  due  to  our  country 
and  to  ourselves;  invoking  the  return  of  every 
State;  holding  sacred  every  star  upon  these  flags 
that  float  around  us  (pointing  to  the  flags  which 
decorated  the  hall,)  and  marking  him  who  would 
strike  ono  from  its  blue  field  as  much  a  traitor  us 
ho  who  would  rend  its  folds.

A  Confederate  clergyman,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Stiles,  preached  a  sermon  at  Richmond 
on  Jeff  Davis'  fast  day,  taking  as  his  text- 
''Righteousness  exalteth  a  nation."  From 
the.  following  paragraph  of  the  published 
discourse  we  should  suppose  that  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Reverend  Stiles  the  Confed- 
eracy hns  been  thus  exalted  : 

Why,  let  the  "North  march  out  her  mil- 
lion of  men  on  our  left,  and  array  upon  the 
right  all  the  veteran  troops  of  England, 
France,  Russia  and  Austria  ,  and  bring  up 
the  very  gates  of  hell  in  all  their  strengih 
to  compose  the  center  of  her  grand  invading 
army.  What  then  ?  Why,  everything  in 
God  and  from  God  assures  us  that  iliese 
Confederate  States  would  hear  a  voice  from 
Heaven  •  'The  battle  is  not  yours,  but  mine. 
Stand  ye  slill  and  see  the  salvation  of  the 
Lord."  If  they  dared  to  advance  one  step, 
a  righteous  and  angry  God  would  fire  off  up- 
on the  alies  terrible  thunders  that  angel 
ears  never  heard,  and  shoot  out  upon  them 
vengeful  fires  and  lightnings  that  cherubic 
vision  never  saw,  and  Ming  down  upon  them 
cataracts  of  angry  power  that  hell  herself 
never  felt,  and,  if  necessary  to  our  deliver- 
ance, shake  the  verv  earth  from  under  their 
feet. 


The  following,  which  was  perpetrated 
upon  our  first  occupation  of  Morris  Island, 
is  too  good  to  bs  lost,  either  to  the  local  or 
general  public  : 

It  will  be  recollected  that  four  boat  how- 
itzers, manned  by  Union  tars,  preceded  Gen- 
eral Strong's  brigade,  as  it  crept  up  Folly 
river  to  the  right  of  the  enemy's  position. 
After  the  landing  of  Gen.  Strong's  forces 
had  been  made,  and  the  enemy  routed  from 
their  batteries  and  camps,  the  sailors  having 
an  eye  open  to  the  general  result,  began  lo 
take  unto  themselves  whatever  pleased  them 
One  of  them  caught  a  eecesh  mule,  and  the 
thought  of  a  ride  on  said  mule  having  forci- 
bly suggested  itself.  Jack  immediately  con 
fitcateda  rope  lying  near  by.  With  ibis 
rope  he  contrived  a  bridle,  and,  mounting 
the  mule,  he  took  position  upon  the  animal's 
rump.  The  mule  neither  fancying  the  bri- 
dle or  the  flanking  position  which  -lack  was 
occupyiug,  began  a  series  ot  stops,  starts,  and 
kicks,  which  every  moment  threatened 
Jack's  equilibrium.  While  this  equestrian 
performance  was  taking  place — the  mule  el- 
evating himself  in  every  direction  and  Jack 
trying  to  maintain  his  seal  with  nothing  but 
a  fathom  s  length  of  rope  lo  help  him — a 
naval  officer  hove  in  eight  and'volunteered 
ibe  following  advice  :

From  half  past  eleven  until  four  o'clock  in 
the  morning,  llie  Monitors  an. I  Ironside*, 
which  did  not  go  in  the  fight  until  alter  aaiil 
night,  were  firing  upon  the  north  end  laceol 
Sumpter,  sending  their  huge  fifteen-inch 
shells  and  two  hundred-pounder  Parrot  pro 
jectiles  crashing  through  the  wall  ol  the  fort 
with  terrible  effect,  at  a  distance  of  about 
eight  hundred  yards.  Meantime  they  endured 
an  intense  and  heavy  fire  from  Fort  Moul- 
trie, Battery  Bee,  the  battery  on  Mount 
Pleasant,  on  Sullivan's  Island,  and  Fort 
Wagner  and  Battery  Oregg  on  Morris  Is- 
land. I  watched  the  firing  for  several  hours 
during  the  night,  and  must  say  that  I  have 
never  seen  tne  rebel  guns  worked  with  so 
much  vigor  aud  rapidity  as  they  were  on  Sul- 
livan's Island  on  that  night.  One  continu- 
ous lint  of  flashes  Irom  the  Beach  Inlet  Bat- 
tery to  the  work  on  the  extreme  left,  and  an 
uninterrupted  roar  of  heavy  guns  and  the 
bowl  of  rifle-bolts,  made  the  scene  one  not 
easily  to  be  forgotten.  The  smoke  from  the 
rebel  batteries  and  the  monitors  hung  heavi- 
ly on  the  water  and  obscured  the  largest  ob- 
ject from  view,  and  odIv  by  the  quick  fissures 
that  gleamed  through  the  smoke  of  battle 
could  we  locate  the  exact  position  of  the 
contending  forces.

provinces,  but  his  allies  took  alarm,  and 
while  England  declared  she  would  not  go  to  | 
war  for  Poland,  Austria  went  lo  work  to  or-  ; 
ganize  the  German   Confederation  against  I 
him.    About  the  same  lime  there  came  to  | 
Paris  positiv  aasBiiranec  that  Mr.  C,  M.  Clay  j 
was  maturing  an  alliance  between  the  Uni- 
ted States  and  Russia,  which  engaged  the 
United  States  to  attack  France  in  Mexico  in  ' 
case  of  a  European  war. 

Then  arose  before  Napoleon  thai  bugbear 
of  his  family— a  coalition.  A  coalition  which 
should  embrace  as  active  enemies  Russia, 
thcGerman  Confederation,  the  United  States, 
and  as  a  passive  but  not  less  damaging  ene- 
my, Gnat  Britain.  Such  a  combination 
would  have  cost  him  his  crown  in  three 
months  He  saw  it,  took  alarm,  and  turn- 
ed square  round,  fell  on  his  knees  before 
Gortschakoff,  protested  he  never  intended  to 
go  to  war  for  Poland,  wanned  bis  hands  of 
the  Polish  question,  and  begged  lo  be  friends 
again. 

Elngland  thus  being  placed  morally  in  an 
attitude  of  hostility  to  France  and  Russia, 
will  be  forced  into  a  friendship  with  the 
United  .Stale.;.  Another  result  of  the  affair 
is  thai  the  Mexican  Elephant  will  be  left 
un  Napoleon  s  hands,  for  the  Grand  Duke 
Maximilian  now  refuses  the  new  throne, 
and  there  is  no  other  Prince  eligible  or  ac- 
ceptable who  will  lake  il. 

The  is  now  evidence  that  intrigues  of 
French  consuls  in  the  South  for  the  detach- 
ing of  Texas  were  true,  and  they  have  not 
ceased.
